G.S.R. 169(E).—^In exercise of the powers con- 
ferted by sub-section (1) of Section 124, read with 
Sub-section (1) of Section 132 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) , the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby approves the Paradip Port (Authorisation 
of Pilots) (Amendment) Regulations, 1991 made by 
the Board of Trustees for the port of Paradip and 
Set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2 . The said regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

PARADIP PORT (AUTHORISATION OF PILOTS) 
(AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS, 1991 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (58 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees of the Pott of Paradip hereby 


makes the following Regulations, to amend the 
Paradip Port (Authorisation of pilots) Regulations, 

1967, namely :— 

(1) Short title and commencement.—These regu¬ 
lations may be called the Paradip Port (Authorisation 
of Pilots) (Amendment) Regulations, 1991. 

(2) For Sub-regulation 1(b) of regulation 6 of 
Paradip Port (Authorisation of pilots) Regulations, 
1967 (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Regula¬ 
tions), the following provisions shall be substituted : 

“Obtain a certificate of physical fitness issued 
by the Chief Medical Officers of the Port 
Trust on the recommciidation of the 
Medical Board compiisinc a physician, a 
surgeon and an opthalmologist to be nomi¬ 
nated by the Chief Medical Officer, Tn 
case of a female Candidate, a Lady Doctor 
win be co-opted in the Medical Board." 

(3) For Sub-rcgulation (7) of Regulation 6 of 
the Principal Regulations, tiic following provisions 
shall be sub-stituted : “The fee for a pilotage licence 
shall be Rs, 50 (Rupees Brty) only)." 

(4) For provision below regulation i of the princi¬ 
pal regulations, the following provisions shall be 
substituted and they shall be called snb-regulation.s 
(1) and (2) of the Principal regulations; 

“(1) The examination for granting of Pilotage 
Licence shall be conducted in the manner stipulated 
below by an Examination Committee comprising; 

(i) Deputy Conservator—Chairman. 

(Li) Harbour Master.—^Member 

(In his absence senior-most Pilot). 

(iii) A Master of Foreign going ship.—Member. 

(2) After a Pilot completes tbc probation period 
of 6 months and depending on his performance during 
the training period the Harbour Master shall col- 
duct a practical ship handling test for one inward 
bound vessel and one outsvard bound vessel and 
.submit the report to the Deputy Consen'ator. The 
Deputy Conservator after being satisfied with the 
report of the Harbour Master shall convene the 
Examination Committee and inform the candidate to 
appear for an oral test in which the candidate shall 
bo examined in the subjects specified under Regula¬ 
tion 7 of the PrincipaT Regulations.” 

(5) In Regulation 17 of the principal Regulations, 
the amount appearing as Rs. 3 (Rupees three only) 
shall be substituted by Rs, 15'- (Runces fitieen- 
only).” 

(6) Tn Regulation 29 of the principal Regulations, 
the expression “Misconduct" .shall be substituted by 
the expression “negligence.".
